Fieldmarſhall Arnheim of the Saxons Army ob- 
tained a memorable battle, and brave ſiiccefſefull 
victory againſt the Imperialiſts at Ligniz : where 
the onſet and firſt ſhocke of the Battell was yery 
hor and fury, continuing with great obſtinacy and 
bloody oppoſition , the ſpace of five houres : the 
Saxons Canons being three times loſt to the Impe- 
rialiſts, and three times with much occiſfion reco- 
yered againe from them by the Saxons : the I 
riall C»raſſiers and the Crabars did ſhew much ya= 
lour, and reſolution for the moſt part of the Battell, 
till in the end the victory inclined to' the Saxons 
fide. The Imperialiſts fleeing towards Lignnz 
were purſued and cur in peeces, by the Saxons with 
an excecding great ſhaughter,above 4000.

Whereupon hee prelently 
quitted the ſiege of Khynefield, and gathered 
all his men and Ordinance together,to make 
a head againſt the Enemy, which were 
quartered upon the hills, baving but little 
forrage and victualls with them, becaule of 
the mountaines; ſo that in regard of the 
ſhortneſle of the time, they could not brin 
much along with them.

Har the ſtate of our moſt affliated 
Countrey is, without all doubt 
you have perceived by others; all 
things (as I may uſe the words of the Poct) 
ave runnctogether for the worle,and {lid 
with a backward foot; for whcrcelocyer wee 
calt our cycs, wee {ce nothing bur miſery, 
and an horrid devaſtation of Townes and 
Villages; the inſolency and cruclcy of the 
Souldiers exceeds all belicfe, they have not 
beene afraid, forthe hope of prey 1n Swey- 
bruggen to violate the Tombes of the illu- 
ſtrious Dukes many yecres agoe deceaſed, 
to excrciſe cruelty on their corps, to diſturb 
and diminiſh their bones. The dearecneſſe 
of proviſion is ſuch as never hath beenc 
heard of before in this land, a buſhell of 
Corne is ſcarſcly got with 18 Rix Dollers, 
which is fourc pounds one fhilling Englith 
money ; which is hither brought with the 
extreme danger of their lives that bring ir. 
Surcly, without our good God from above

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ſhould lend us his helping band, thoſe few 
Inhabitants which yet remaine alive, and 
hitherto for the moſt part have lived on 
apples and peares, mult needs periſh. The 
Famine of Saguntum, Samaria , Jeruſalem, 
it they arc bur paralleld with thoſe moſt 
orievbus ones ( oh our gricfc !) that have 
befalne us in our Countrey, ſeeme bur tri- 
fles.

findca veſlcl] full of humane greaſe, anda 
'- head that had becne ſcalded in hot water, 
and ſo baked in ap oven ; they carricd her 
Captiveunto Sw-ibruggen, where on the 2.4 
of Ianuary (hee ſuffer. d condigne punilh- 
ment; At her death (he conteſt, that neere 
Landovia and the Village of Anna,the killd 
rwootherchildren the lalt ycar. The other 
woman, which was partaker in the cating, 
is ſtill kept in priſon, and conſtantly denics 
that ſhee was a partner in that wicked ad. 
Such things (oh our grief /) we are compeld 
dailyto hcare, moſt {ad examples. Oill per- 
{wading hunger, O wits traly Cyclopicke ! 
Q dreadful Mcramorphoſis)by which men 
putting off all humaniry,and putting onthe 
nature of ſalyage beaſts, doc truly become

- A Las! What ſtormes and tempeſts doe 
now beate upon the ſhip of Jeſus Chriſt 
Ain our Countrey ? What puniſhments 
and plagues doe now oppreſle us? God is juſt- 
ly angry with us for our manifold finnes, and 
ſeemes in his indignation etterly to deſtroy us, 
and- all that 18 round about us. The heavie 
curſes of Moſes the bitter lamentations of 7ere- 
#y,and all the horrible threatnings of the holy 
Prophets , wee ſee daily here accompliſhed. 
With this new Winter-quarter, beginnes a re- 
newing of our miſeries 3 oppreſſion and perſe- 
cution, we being utterly deſtitute of all helpe 
and meanesto ſupport us. The chiefeſt of our 
Countrey are forced to leave their houſes and 
lands; and togo a wandering in ſtrange Coun- 
eries 3 yea, many of them end their lives moſt 
miſerably. It 18 impoſhible to expreſle either 
the greatnefle of our wants, or the fury of Fa- 
mine amongſt us. Mothers forgetting their na- 
turall 
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turall affe&ions towards their owne children 
become butchers of them, and eate themupin 
ſtead of foode. Wee doe heare daily children 
crying about the ſtreets, and lamenting that 
they dare not goe home, for feare of being kil- 
led. It is kept upon record by the Magiſtrates 
of this City, how that men have hl out of 
the graves dead bodies, and have eaten them, 
A woman was found dead, having a mans head 
rolted by her, and the ribbe of a manin her 
mouth, holding it betweene her teeth, and &f 
this. horible ſpectacle all ſorts of men can give 
teſtimony.Such and many more ſignes of Gods 
heavie wrath we could write unto you of, but 
this ſhall ſuffice to give you a touch of the ex- 
tremities we are in.O how ſeaſonable are thoſe 
almes, which are ſent hither to keepe ſome of 
us alive ! That faithfull God, who hath made 
ſo many promiſes tothe liberall heart, will un- 
doubtedly conſider thoſe, that conſider our 

re Countrey-men in theſe extremities, and 

eepe them from famiſhing.

DS hath there plaied the cyranr, 

ka ever ſince that burning Bea- 
con, the Blazing-ſtarre, gave 
them che alarm?, 1617. whichrhe beſt Aſtro- 
logers expounded the Sword of Germany.

1s now fulfilled in our daies: And if in fach 
diſorder, ir maybe poſſible, I will obſerve this 
order in ſpeaking thereof : firſt, Extortions 
and Exattions : ' ſecondly, Tortures and For- 
ments: thirdly,Rape and Raviſhing : fourthly; 
Robbery and Pillaging': fiftly, Blood«ſhed 
and Killing : ſixthly, Burning and Deſtrogiog, 
Theſe ſhall be the Scenes of this firſt AG." Fa--

Ads of this diretull Trapedy : in which, asno | 


aQion or paſſion was fimple or fingle, ſocanT 
not but with intermixtion , and confuſion re- 
hearſe them. 

For the firſt, as;noProvince or part of Ger- 
21489 Can boaſt of her freedome from theſe mi- 
ſeries (though ſome have been more free than 
others) ſo is there no Prince,nor State, which 
hath not ſuffered herein, no City,no Towne, 
almoſtno perſon. Every halfe yeares, every - 
monerhs, yea, weekesrelation, relleth ns of | 
hundreds, thouſands, milijons of rix dollars,or 
guidens impoſed, exated, extorted by the 
Conqu-rours, or Spoylers, for theredemp- 
tion of mens lives or liberties, goods or dwel- 
lings, &c. Strange and impoflible oft-rimes 
have the ranſomes beene, with which they 
haye taxed the Burgers, at the taking in of 
Townes. 

And that they might have their wils in this 
kinde, they have called the Magiſtrates, and 
Burgers into the State-houſes, threatned, im- 
priſoned, or otherwiſe abuſed them, till they 
condeſcended. 

At Gripbesberg, they kept the Senators ſhut 
opin achamber of the Common-hall, macera- 
ring and tormenting them ſo long with hunger 
and ſmoake that ſome of them died. 

Wee lefc in Heidleberg-Caſtle many Bor- 

gers 
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miſerable efiate of Germany, 
gers to this their mercy ; and divers reve- 
rend Miniſters, who were impriſoned, and 
fedde with bread and water, rill the chariry 
of the reformed Churches could relieve 
them. 

Preſently after , they at Frenkendale ſurren- 
dring the Towne, upon necefſicy, could not 
enjoy the Articles granted them by the ene- 
my ; But were together with the grave Coun- 
ſellours, and other EleQorail Miniſters, forced 
toendure ſach conditions , as were fitter for 
{laves and dogges, than men. Some were caſt 
into priſon, and there ſo handled, that many 
of ther dyed through griefe and forrow. O- 
thers, thongh altogether exhaufted, redee- 
med themſelves with unreaſonable ranſomes, 
The goeds of thoſe that were fled, were con- 
fiſcared : all the inhabitants, though they 
were willing to leave their houſes, with all 
their furnicure, were derained inthe Ciry,and 
their deſtraQtion moſt crftelly plotred : after 
like manner have others beene deale with, 
contrary toall oathes and promiſe; yea,con- 
oy to the Lawes of Nations and common 

ith, 

Surely theſe men have throughly learned 
Lyſanders damned principle ; to wit, that chil- 
dren are to bee deceived with:Comfits, and 
men with oathes , I cannot but wonder that 
they for this very thing, can ſo hl” * 
the 
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the Turkes,and make them infamous through 
the Chriſtian world, when they themſelyey 
are more deepely myred in this horrid 
vice, more throughly tainted with perfidi. 
ouſnefle and treachery , but perhaps his Ho- 
linefiz's ladalgences and diſpenfations, can 
ſafhciently free chem, be the bond never ſo a 
cred, never ſo inviolable, or elſe they ground 
themſelves upon this axiome which they hold 
as anthenticall,that faith is not to be kepr with 
heretickes. 

But this was at the firſt ſarrendring of the 
Towne, and taking in of the place , when the 
warre it ſelfe required more eager profect- 
tion and hot purſuite, (chough that was not 
ſafficient ro cauſe them to be perjurious ) bat 
fince that they have ſworne fealty unto his 
Imperiall Majeſty, and fo are entered into rhe 
liſt of ſabje&s,ſo that as they obey him as their 
Soveraigne, ſo they ſhoald be uſed as ſubje&s, 
not as ſlaves, but nothing lefſe, for what by 
ExaQions and Extortions,by cunning fleights, 
baſe practiſes, by open force and rapine , by 
the colourable preteace of contribution to» 
wards the maintenance of the warce, they 


. haye beene as badly uſed as they could have j 


beene by a declared enemy, the pilling and 
polling Officers have ſqueeſed all out of them, 
ſo that, that which Gelgervr ſpeakes in the lite 


of Iv/im Agricola of thoſe rabbers of the world, 
may 
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may be. truely faid of theſe, that to take a- 
way by maine force , to kill and ſpoile, falſely 
they call Empire, and when all is layd waſte 
that, chey call peace. And as ir was faid thar 
the Rowamns dealc with the Zeweras men do with 

nges,ſo they with them , whatſoever they 
have ſuckt in by their former induſtry, they 
wring out into their treaſury. 

And this is not onely in Fre#keedele, but in 
all places proportionably , we will inftance in 
Heidelberg , which 1s mentioned formerly in 
this Chapter, buc we wiil give more particu- 
larrelations, and by it we may guefſe at che 
reſt, as Pjthagoras that rooke the meaſure of 
Hercnles whole body, from the ſcantling of his 
foote.

intelligence,that a meane Burgeſſe is con- 
ſtrained ro give fifreene ſhillings weekely be- 
fides Commiſſe cone, ſome twenty, ſome thir- 
ty, ſome forty, anſwerable to their utmoſt 
abilicies.

Bur there are many who if they might bee 
permitted to carry their goods out ofthe Cj- 
ty (inreſpet chat within the City there iz 
lictle or no trading) into other places. where 
they might inhance the price, could reaſons. 
bly well ſaſtame ir, and by their ſtudious care 
and endeavour get as much by travelling unto 
ſeyerall Marrs as might defray charges, but 
this muſt by no meanes bee granced bur yet 
not any thing of their impoſition abated, 
craell Taske-maſters indeed , that require of 
every man his full rate. and yet deny the 
meanes.

their purſes, wine in their cellars, or ware 
intheir ſhops ;. no wonder if they complaine 
eyen in the bitrerneſle of their ſpiric, and even 
wiſh themſelves taken our of this vale of mi- 
ſery, when that they may riſe up earely and 1ie 
downe late and cate the bread of caretulnefle ;

of lite, in which, though they loſe their lives, 
they ſhall finde ir, and they that doe loſe bur 
their goods for Chriſfts fake (which they mighr 
ſecure by reneuncing their Religion) (hall re- 
ceive-even an hundred fold. 

Theſe things they ſuffer continually,and yer 
arerermed rebells, this was aſlander thar uſed 
tobe caſt on the Chriſtians in the primitive 
Church, when they had nothing to lay to their 
charge,then they would report that it was they 
that ſowed ſeditions, and was the cauſe of re- 
bellions, when in truch, if there were any re- 
bels, ir. was they themſelves, fo here they call 
thembyrhe opprobriousname of rebells, when 
itis fitteſt for themſelyes,its they that turne re- 
ligion into rebellion, and faith into faRtion,and 
amongſt us it was once true unto a proverbe,

ſaite : bur if they are rebells, why doe they 
harbour them ? why dee they not baniſh them 
out of the city? Inmates and domeſtick ene- 
mites are moſt dangerous, becauſe hardlieſt to 
be avoided, therefore there needs the greater 
circurſpeQtion, bur they keepe them, though 
itis that they may reape the fruit of their la-

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enjoy thebenefic, they know that this isbutg 
gull which they out of their cankred malice 
cat upon them. 

Bncnotonely doth their eavie vent it ſelfe 
Im reproachfull words, butalſo inblowes, that 
3s that which they receive in exchange for their 
goods, that is their payment, and they haye 
ro0 much of that.

Church nor afſembly, they would have them

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miſerable efate of Germany. 1 
God, no Divell, no 'Heavefi, no Hell. 

Theſe are part of the'exictions which 
are exerciſed in Heydelbnrg, once a famous 
Univerfitie, and populonispkce, though now 
almoſt deſolate, and wowld be: quire unpeo- 
pled, and fo all tte Cotititfey, "bur thar 
halfe the Bavarize Army lies in rhe Palati- 
wate and Wirtenberg, and keepes the people 
from flying away : the ſame are hkewiſe 
in other places, for if we doe but remem- 
ber who they are thar are garriſon'd all a- 
bout (to wit, the fonldiers of the Duke of 
Bavaria) wee cannot expe&t that they that 
are in other places ſhould fare betrer then 


| their brethren at Meydelberg, bur I deſiſt, 


onely I will cell you of this one paſſage, 
to wit, the dammages that Prince Chriſti- 
a of Axhalt ſuffered.

ewiſted the ſame trill the blood came'ont of 
their eyes, cares, and noſes, yea, rill their eyes 
ſtarted our of their heads. 

They have put ard tied burning matches be. 
twixt their fingers, to their noſes, tongues, 
jawes,cheekes, breaſts, legs, and ſecrer parts, / 

Yea thoſe parrs which nature hideth, they 
have cirher filled with ponder, orhung atchel 
of ponder on them, and fo giving fire ro; the 
ſame, they have in horrible manner burſttheir| 
bellies, and killed chem. 

They have with bodkins pierced, yea, with 
kniyes raced and cut the skin andReſh of ma- 
ny, as ſome Artificers deale Wy leather, or 
other ſtuffe of like nature...

Some they have ſtifled, ftrangled, or har 
ged, This was great favotir to be rid out ot

To many they have bonnd fo hard both 
hands and feete, that the Blood hath ſprouced

Of ſome they have ried both hands and - 
feete backeward rogether, and ſtopped their

Some have they hanged tp, wich ropes, faſt-

And yet more deteſtable, where they have 
found poore weake creatures, troubled with 
ruptures or-burſtenneſſe, they have enlarged 
the ſame by villanous meanes, filled cheth wich 
gunpowder, and blowne them up as a Mine, .

If an Husband did intreat for the Wife, or 
the Wife for the Husband, then tooke they the 
interceſſour, and hee was tortured by them, 
after the ſame manner before the others eyes. 

And (which is almoſt beyond all credit) 
when theſe poore priſoners or patients, were 

ſuffering 
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ſuffering or dying under their hands, and cry- 
ingro God intheir anguiſh, theſe helliſh exe- 
cutioners would command or force them to 
pray unto the Diyell, or callupon him. 

Infinite and unſpeakeable are the cruelries, 
which have thislaſt yeere beene exerciſed by 
the furious Souldiers on all ſides. 

And ſome divells among them did proceed 
fo farre, that they conſulted and deviſed new 
and exquiſice tortures, which they exerciſed 
upon innocent perſons, They tookea Divine, 
(fome write a Canon in thoſe parts, and a re- 
yerend old- man) ſtripped him, bound him 
along upon his backe ona Table, and a firong 
bigge Cat upon his naked belly. They beare

this be true, what hath it done fince> How ma- 
ny millions have miſerably periſhed? They have 
ſomerimeskilled one another ; and among other 
precedeats this is not leaſt remarkeable, that 
Goxrdow and Leſkzy Scotch Colonells, with Colo- 
nell Bxtler the iriſh man, who killed Wa/fteis, the

Now, what may the poore Peaſant and conn» 
trey-dwellers expe? to kill them if they re- 
fiſt, or refuſe them any thing, is but ordinary in 
this warre: among the Imperialliſts, is a baſe 
fort of raſcally horſe-men which ſerve them, 
and are called Croats. The tenth part of them 
are not of that Countrey : for they are a milſ- 
cellany of all ſtrange Nations, withont God, 
without Religion, and have onely the ontſides

As for quarter(char is mercy,and the favingof 
the livesof the vanquiſhed, when they begir on 
their knees)the vanquiſhers have beene oft times 
inhumane. The Croats, till of late, never gave 
any quarter, bat killed whatſoever enemy they 
hadar their mercy. The like did the Curlins (the 
regiment of hell ) receive pay of themof Gavet 
and Brsges, to bring the noſe and eares of their 
enemies away to their Maſters, 

Tilly, after the defeate of the Duke of Brusſ- 
trickeat Hewxt on the Maine , drew oyt of thar 
towne threeſcore poore ſouldiers,& cauſed them 
all co be killed in the cold blood, before the gate, 
faying, that he ſacrigced them to Connt Masſ- 
feld their maſter. I could weary my reader with

eate one another, In Sarzaria beſt eged by Benha- 
dad King of Syria the famine was ſogrear, that an 
Aſſ. s head was ſold for 80. pieces of filver,& the 
fourth parr of a cab of Doves dung for $0.pieces 
of ſilver, Two wornen covenanted to eate their 
children ſucc*fiizely : and when they had boy- 
led andeaten the one,the other woman hid hers. 
In the ſiege of Zeruſal:er, Mice, Rats, and Hides 
were good mear, and women did drefſeand eate . 
their owne ch'Idren, the ſmell u hereof drew 
others that were buoger-ſtary drocome to ſhare ' 
with them, Bur that Ciriesnor beſieged, and & 
Country naturally fertile, ſhculd be ſo ruined, as 
norto be able, for fo long a time to afford bread 
ro a poore remnant of people, bur that chey muſt 
be faine ro eare Carrion, y:a, dead men, yea; 
one another living: this 1s pirrifall, his is.un- 
heard of.

comming out of 8#i/e, famine had arreſted me in 
Germany, for there wasnot any where meare for 
money. The 7ialiavs and Spaniardr, which had 
been at the skirmiſh at Nor:#ugen, and without 
armes, wandred among the Duke of Loyran's 
troopes at Nybwrgand Briſac, were ſo blacke and 
feeble chrough hunger.that had L not giventhem 
part of my proviſion, I thinke they had rent mee 
in pieces,and eaten mee, 

Travelling from Neivſtadt towards Frenkendale 
in a ſnowie day, I mer, unexpected, the army of 
Duke Eerxard, whole ſtragling fore-runnerscame 


ridingup to me by couples, and when I looked 


for a worſe errand,asked onely for bread, which 
my guide gave them, ſo longas we had any. 

From thence to Masbeime and Heydleberg, many 
dead men lay ftrewed on the way, eſpecially on 
the fire places, which periſhed through cold and 
want, 

Before wee were befiegedlaſt time in Heydk- 
berg Caſtle, ſome of my patients, almoſt recove- 
red of their diſeaſes, ſent mee word, they were 
dying of Famine,as indeed they did, except our 
Canon helped ro ſhorten their miſeries. For be« 
ing immediately ſhat up.we ſhot intothe rowne 
night and day,almoſt uncefiantly. 

Our ſoaldiers at the firſt, killed more horſes 
on aday, than they could eare, leſt they ſhould 


. .famiſh for want of hay,and thoſe they threw out 


ofthe Caſtle,Cowne the rocke, which the enemy 
| in 
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in the nighe drew into the towne, (though ſome 
in ſo doing were laine by eur ſhot) and fo they 
eat our horſe-fleſh; alſoour Serjeant Major fal- 
lied with 50. men upon the enemy, being 300. 
entrenched on rhe hill on the Eaſt fide of the 
Caſtle,and beat them our of their workes. Many 
wereſlaine, ſome brake their neckes downe the 
rocks : but which equallized thevictory, the va- 
liant Major was ſhotdead. Our ſouldiers being 
Maſters of the trench, fell co ranſacke che ene. 
miesknapſacks,which they had leftbehind chem. 
But there was nothing in them, ſave our horſe- 
fleſh, which every day grew ſcarſer with us: ſo 
that now wee killed the horſes which ſtood faſt- 
ing and ſleeping on the dufig-hill, not our of 
compaſſion, bur neceſſity, Another Serjeant 
Major had two very faire horſes ſhatup, our 
ſouldiers tooke the one and ate him, he thinking 
to make ſure the other, ſtapled him to the wall 
with a ſtrong chaine and a padlocke, but they 
eſpying their opportunity, cut off the horſes 
necke, lefrthe head in the chaine, and carried 
away the body,and ate it. | 

Arlengrth dogs and carrion came intorequeſt, 
wee could ſmell our meat afarre off, and on the 
Table it was yet more loathſome, the taſte did 
anſiver the ſmell, yer we ate it ſavourly, but our 
bread at laſt failing,we yeelded to neceſlity.

Yalentiee of 
Engelis a citizen of Rafacke, with the dead-bu- 
rier, delivered unto the Magiſtrate upon their 
oathes,that4zze the daughter of 7obs Ebſteis con- 
FNed.unto them, that ſhe came from Colmer, 
Where ſhee had waited many daies before the 
- Hangmans doore in hope toget apiece of horſe- 
fieſh cofatisfie her hunger. But not prevailing, 
ſhee was now come to Kvfackentreating them, 
cthatifthere was the body of any young manor 
womanunbaried, that they would giveitherto 
cate topreſerye her life. Wh

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And that rwo women andaboy did after the 
ne manner ſpeak unto rhem,telling them that 
hey had for a long time lived of dead mens 
ſh, which being publiſhed, che Cloyfter of the 
tarch-yard of S. Nicholas, where the dead bo- 
. Ks were kept, was locked np, 

Laſtly, that foure young maydes had cut in 
jeces the dead bodicof another young maid of 
leyen yeares of age, and eaten every onetheir 


At this day it is yet worſe. Many that ſurvived 
be lofſe of all chey had, have for along cime ſu- 
ined themſelyes wichroots, acornes, greene 
ics, grafſe, thiſtles, and weeds, that beaſts 
uld not haye eaten, whereof they grew enre- 
edand dyed. 

The famiſhed have beene fo faint, that they 
we not had ftrength to bary one another, 'in 
much, that the dead havebeene eaten up of 
gs, Foxes and Wolves, and ſome haye run 
ad for hunger, 

In ſome Ciries,the inhabitants by this famine, 
ke beene conſtrained to kill all unedible cat- 
ll, wichout any difference, and to ſell them 
ublikely : as Dogs. Cats, Rats, Mice,&c. 

A woman at Henew, that had ſold Dogs-fleſh 
dinarily to the ſouldiers, was in the ſtreetes 
aulred by Dogs, all her garments torne off her 
cke, that ſhee was faine to fit downe on the 
und to hide her ſhame. And had ſhenor 


be ene 
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beene reſcued, ſhee had beene rentin piecy 
the Dogs. 

Where any man had a beaſt left that hee 
fully kept for his neceſſity, ſome pr other of 
—_—_ if hee could come by ic, would} 
and eare it. 

They have ſnatched one from another they 
ry ſtinking carryon, which had lien fixe or ſew 
weekes dead and full of maggots : yea and h 
fought andbeaten one another to get a mork 
thereof,as lately happened at Dubach by Backrs 

It hath moved the great ones and governa 
of theſe quarters unto compaſſion to ſee the 
people in ſuck extreame want. In ſo mach th 
che noble Earle of Folkeafteis ſeeing his Subjec 
crave ſuſtenance efhim, commanded his mant 
give them his honndsto fatisfie their hunger 
which they preſently killed and ate. 
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wa $ the fickenefſe ſpreadeth by 
- the contagion of infeRedbo- 


dies, ſo hath this Famine in- 
creaſed by the negle& of 
Providence in the diſabled 
& famiſhed. When no more 
food wasto be got, they were 
inraged like beaſts one a- 
inſt another, and gathering together by 
{roopes, have watched for one another upon the 
tioh waies,and ſo murthered, drefſed, and eaten 
ne another. Thenceforth no man could paſſe 
kfe on the way, or in the ſtreets, except well 
wmed, or travelling with a convoy. And 
Jome of them haye beene taken and ſeyerely 
puniſhed by Juſtice, neverthelcffe they have ſe< 
retly lurked here and there, and ſet upon the 
Piſſengers, as by many inſtances, I could ſhew. 
Itisnor good tobe alone for where there 1s 
owpany, the one will helpe the other in di- 
Jrefſe. The hardnefſe of theſe times being ob=» 
ſryed, or rather felt, three maidens at 0denheies -

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in Dirmbſicis by Wormes agreed to dwell toge. |, 
ther,and to partake of ſweer and ſower all alike, þ, 
Bar the proverbe is true, that neceſſity hathnoJ,;

Ar Oterburg in the Pals 
tinate,a widow woman dwelling by the church-

This child with hunger 
was growne ſofaint, thatupona time, with ſor- 
rowfull eyes ſhe ſtedfaſtly looked upon her mo- 
ther and ſaid, ſweere mother, I would willingy 
die, ſoI wererid of my paine. Oh would you 
make an end of mee, then ſhould I goe from 
whence came, or if I did kill you, you wouldbe 
rid of your paine. The mother lookingupon her 
againe, fighing ſaid, and what wouldeſt thou do 
with me > The child anſwered, very ſadly, then 
would cat you,for chey ſay that mans fleſh 1s ve- 
ry ſweet, The mother fell a weeping, and bro- 


ken with her owne thoughts,as a ſhip toſſed ant 
beated 
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beaten berweene two rocks, deſperate neceſſity 
ar:d her motherly affeRion,catcheth ar her head, 
untyech her haire-lace, twiſteth ir about the 
neck: of this innocent lambe, and ſo iirangleth 
her; when it was dead, ſhee having nor knife 
nor hatchet to cut it in pieces, tooke a ſpade,and 
therewith hewed ir into gobbers, and fo dre fling 
the head, and parr of the body, devoured it. 


Some part thereof ſhee ſold to her neighbours

In $axony at this preſent rhe caſe is ſomiſera- 
ble in this kinde, that no pen can exprefſe it, The 
| Saxon-Auſtrian Army ( were they not beaten) 
muſt retreite thron: w hunger, having famiſhed 
both the inbabicanrs and themſelves. 
| Afﬀterthe ſame manner it isnpon the Akire,and 
many other parts, where the Armies are or have 
lately beene. 
| Tothatextremity itis come, that ſome con« 
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ſtrained by hunger, have taken poiſon to adyance 


death. 
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In a word, the very wilde beaſts in the woods 
doe ſtarve for want of prey. 

My Lord, the Earle of 4r»zd:/, travelling 
homewards, towards Fraskefort on the 27aine, a 
Boore or Peaſant of the Countrey, being cheir 
gaide, and having his legsbare, a Foxe purlued 
- him, among my Lords followers, and would 
not forbeare ſnarching and biting at his bare 
heeles, (ſach was his hunger) till they gave him 
ablow in che necke, and fo rooke him alive. His 
eyes were ſanke, his bones ſtacke out, and hee 
was ſo extreme leane, that his fides almoſt mer 
together. They carried him alive withrhem in 
the Coach,and afcer a few daies he died, 

An Englith Gentleman arrived hererhe other 
day, who travelling from mes to N#renburg.,and 
ſo through Germasy for Eeg/end, with ſuch com- 
panions as guided him by-waies for eſcaping of 
the ſouldiers, reporteth,char Wolves, Foxes and 
other wilde beaſts lie dead for want of food, and 
that in ſome places men live only upon robbery 
andſpoile of ſtrangers,or one another; Theeyes 
ry being become a trade, 
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* Of ſickneſſe and diſeaſes. 


=x]Iſeaſes are more feared as they 

| are more dangerous. Great diſ- 
"0 eaſes for their difficulty of cure, 
acute or ſharpe diſeaſes, becauſe 
when they kill chey diſpatch 
ſaddenly. But Epidemicke and 
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contagious maladies haye yer ſomething more, 


beſides their greatnefſe befides their acuteneſle, 
to make them terrible. And that is this, that 
they deprive a man of the comfort of his ac- 
quaintance , neighbours, friends , kinsfolkes, 
&c, Adde hereunto that for theſe wee ſel- 
dome know any ſpecificall remedy, for the 
peſtilence I am ſure there is none, as being 
Gods immediate judgemenr, though oft times, 
hee uſeth the miniſtery of ſecondary cauſes, 
for th2 executing of his further pleaſure 
herein, I have made tryall of all ſorts of 
Antidotes, vegetable, minerall, animall, 
and that according to rationall method , yer 
am 1 almoſt as farre from the cure, as eyer. 
Theſe diſeaſes are oft times Warres conco- 
mitantsor effects, Rare it is for a great Army 
co 
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toſtay long in a plac-, and not to leave ſome 
infe&tion behtade. Beyond the Dona, after the 
Swedens departure from thence with their Ar- 
mies, diſeaſes unheard of, and the Peſt with- 
all ſwept away a worid of People. The like 
happ=zned ſhortly after, abour Nurenberg, in 
the high Palatinate, and on the frontiers of 
Poheme. 

Before Maſtreicht, after the Towne was 
taken, our quarters had contrafted infefti- 
ous fſickenefſes : whereof I my ſelfe had my 
ſhare, being left ſicke in the Towne of a purple 
Feaver, Bur the yeere following, both the 
Towne and Countrey were prieyouſly affli» 
Ged, with Feavers, Fluxes, and the Plague 
above all. F1 | 

The ſame yeere Elſar or AlIſetis, and the lower 
Palatinate, where the Armies of the Duke. of 
Lorrgine and the Rhinegrave had lodged, did ſuf 
fer miſerably in this kinde. 

The Armie of the Prince of Oreege having 
taken Rhjﬀcberg, and marching rowards Mg» 
Fricke and Liege, left ſuch infe&tion in great 
Brabast, about Firkens-ward, that the inhabi- 
rants the yeere after, were afraid of their owne 
dwellings. \ 

Abour the ſzme time, Generall Holche being 
ſent by Wolſteiz, with 6000. to invade Saxony, 
ſacked the City of Leipzicke, and commirted as 
great Outrages as Tithes Army had done before. 
| But 
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But ſuch a peſtilenceoverrook both him and his, 
that moſt of his ſouldiers dyed like ſheepe of 
the rot. And being infeted himſelfe, hee of 
fered £00. Rixdollers for a Miniſter of the Goſe 
pell co inſtra&t and comfort him. Bur both him- 
ſelfe and his fouldiers had fo behaved them- 
ſelves, that no Miniſter was to be found. In 
the meane all his friends and ſeryants forſooke 
him, except his Concubine, who ſtayed wich 
him to the laſt. Hee had b- ene both of the Re- 
ligion and the Proteſtants party, but revolred 
from both. So guilty of his owne perfidiouſ- 
nefle, and the execrable murthers andrapines, 
that hee had cauſed, hee dyed deſpairing utterly 
of all furure blifſe. Ar length came a Miniſter, 
but Holcke was dead before. 

The City of Baſile that Winter, loft above 
2c900.0f the Piague. They of the City of Treet, 
their ceighbours rejoyced at their ſafferings, as 
being their enemies in Religion. Bur it fell out 
with chemgas with Edo in Obadiah, verſ.15, that 
mocked Iecob in his diſtrefle, The Winter fol- 
lowing, 1634. the Peſtilence ſo raged 8mong the 
Tridenrines, that we were forbidden to come 
thar way, for the ficke and ſound were mixed 
together, and thar City (nor great) buried a» - 
bove 20000, 

Belieged in the Caſtle of Heydelberg, I viſited 
every day divers ficke of the Plague, and like 
diſeaſes. Bur in neither of thefe two great 

Plagues 


53 ef true Repreſentation of the 
plagues in London, nor in any other, that I haye 
beene in, did I ever finde the cauſe fo virulent, 
the ſymptomes ſo incorrigible , the diſeaſe ſo 
incurable. Some dyed raging, others were 
killed wich their carbuncles, when the venome 
ſeemed to bee expelled from the inward parts, 
others were ſwollen and diſcoloured, as though 
they had taken poyſon, and ſome that dyed 
were ſo ſpotted, as I never ſaw thelike. If any 
Souldier were bur {lcightly wounded, preſently 
ic became a maligne ulcer, though all good in- 
ward and outward meanes were uſed, If the 
infetion got into a kindred, it killed parents, 
children, and almoſt all the blood, that were 
preſent. Whence I perſwade my ſelfe, that Hip- 
pocrater his * 2, that is, the divine hand and 
finger of God was more conſpicuous in this, 
chan inany other viſitation 'I had ſeene, though 
I doubt not bat our foode with the aire might 
alſo helpe to impoyſon our bodies extraordi- 
narily. 

Toward the end of the fiege, wee had made 
an Hoſpirall in the roofe of the houſe. But 
packing out of the Caftle, weelefc there our 
ficke , ſome dying, ſome crying ont at the win- 
dowes, not to be lefr co their ficknefſe , famine, 
and death , and which was worſe than the ene- 
my, of whom how they were uſed wee may 
1Dagine. 

- Inthe Towne they were much viſited before 
we 
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we were ſhut up 2 which could notbut be aug- 
mented by the multitudes of the enemy. 

In the fiege of Hanaw were buried, (moſt of 
the plague) above 22000 people, and had nor 
God ſent that ficknefſe ro diminiſh their num- 
bers, they had yeelded the rowne through want 
of victuals. - | 

In theſame ſi-ge, Souldiers that went to the 
Guard ſeeing and well, came off ſtrucken ftarke 
blinde thirry atatime. Afterwards the diſeaſe 
Py into their legges, the moſt of them reco- 
vered. 
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1n Bauier men not left to bur wry the dead, but 
Rattes and mice. Lanes there carca Yer 
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the hand of tie Lord hath touched me. 
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CHAP. XIII. 
Of Sickneſſe and Diſeaſes. 


He yeere 1635, almoſt whoſe 

PAD Germany felt this puniſhment, 
| ER in moſt grievous wiſe. In Swa- 
BL es, che Countrey of Tyroll, all 
ley along the Reine, and the Mgize, 
it was ſo furiouſly hot, that all 
places were alike fafe. The King of Hunge- 
ry was faine to diflolve his Court, and ſend 
them away into diyers Cities, for their fa» 
fer abode. 

In Swebes, the inhabitants of Meminges, Camp- 
den, and Iſzes, were utterly conſumed, and 
none lefr, In the Countrey thereabour, in 
which were more than chirty thouſand men 
heretofore, were not foure hundred ſoules to 
be found, 

In the confines of Bavier, the living were no- 
thing neere able to bury the dead. Bur Rats 
and Mice devoured their carcaſſes, moſt hor- 
rible to behold. 

The low Countries ſmarted ſorealſo. The 
Univerſitie of Leydes buried thirtie thon- 
ſand, The Countrey Villages ard the Hog 

(wiicre 
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(where I was ſhut up my ſelfe ) were miſerably 
afflicted, The Infant Cardinall was forced to re- 
move from Bruxels and Antwerp,the ſicknefſe did 
ſo increaſe in thoſe places. 

Nieegen Emerich, Rees Guelders,with other pla- 


cesneere,were not only viſited therwith (where- 


of the Marqueſle of Aytowa, the Spaniſh Gene- 


rall.and other Commanders died) but new con- 
ragious diſeaſes, among which were ſtrange 


Flaxes, and a kind of pox unheard of. 
The Emperours Army diſperſing all over for 


— 


. want of reſiſtance, did alſo ſcatter the contagion 


from their quarters at Haylbran, through the 
Land of Wirtenberg,that many places hereby be- 
came utterly depopulated, Bur fince Ga#/es his 


taking in the Townes upon the Rhize , ſuch an, 


infeftion happened through the ſtinch of the 


dead unburied bodies, that in the Biſhopricke of - 


Xeniz alone there died of this an hundred twen- 
ty foure thouſand people. 

In Saxosy, Brandenburg, Pomeren, Meck{enburg, 
&c. this yeare the peſtilence with like diſeaſes 
have beene fo univerſall, that theſe and the 
ſword,ſeeme to ſtrive which ſhall be the greateſt 
deſtroyer. Theretraite of the Swedes, in which 
they did not onely eyade,but cur in pieces many 
of the enemies troopes, is not ſo famous as theſe 
calamities. The very plague conſumed in Saxony 
the other day inthe ſpace of twomoneths, no 


lefe than fixteene thouſand ſoules, _ 
that 
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thac the King of Hungary hath given command 
that none ſhallcome trom thence to Prague, or 
the Ciries of Bohemia. ; 
As by the prin of Hercules his foot you might 
efle ar his ſtarure,ſo by cheſe few particulars of 
the miſeries of ſome places there, we may guefſe 


. Larchelamentableeſtate ofthe whole. The warre 
'{ havivg every where canghe and raged, hath lefc 
I ſuch wonnds as will not in haſte be recured, and 


perhaps poſterity for ſome generations will ſee 
the ſcarres, 

Thus is the Virgine daughter ofthar people 
deftroyed with a great deſtrution , and with a 
fore and grievous plague. Goe into the field, be- 
bold the (laine with the ſword. Enter into the 
City, behold them thar are ſicke for hunger alſo. 
$0 are they ſmicren, but arenot healed. They
